FUCHS stated that he joined the Communist Party in 
Germany while he was attending the University of Kiel* 

He said that while at the University of Kiel, he had 
been the head of a group of German Communist students, ' 
and he said that the Nazi students at the University 
of Kiel knew of his Communist work. He stated that 
in March of 1933# with the burning of the Reichstag, 
he realized that it would be necessary for him to stop 
his active Communist Party work, and he therefore went 
underground* He travelled to Berlin, and took up 
studies at the University of Berlin, but a short time 
later the authorities there learned of his Communist Party 
affiliations, apparently, according to FUCHS, from the Nazi- 
students at Kiel; and he, therefore, was forced to leave 
the University as he was afraid he would be taken into 
custody. He thereafter, in the summer of 1933, went to 
France, and thereafter, in September, 1933, travelled to 
England. FUCHS said that while at the University of Bristol, 
he was active on a committee helping the Spanish Republican 
forces, and FUCHS said that he regarded this activity a3 
work in behalf of the Communist Party. FUCHS also said 
that idji-le he was in Bristol, he attended some meetings 
of tfi^Soci ety For Cult u ral Relatio ns with the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, and that he regarded this 
organization as being a Communist front group. He said 
that he was not actually a member of this society, but did 
go to many of the meetings. FUCHS stated that while he 
was at tho University of Edinburgh, he organized the sending 
of propaganda leaflets from Scotland to Germany. He said v 
that this was work in, behalf of the German Communist Party/ vS 

FUCHS said that he became acquainted with Mr. RONALD GURNEY / 
and his wife, NATALIE, in Bristol, England, in about 1933, 
and was closely acquainted with thorn until at least 1937* 

He said that he also met the GURNEYS in Chicago, Illinois, 
in November of 1947 • He said that consideration had been 
given for the employment of Dr. GURNEY at Harwell, England, 
on the Atomic Energy Research Plant there, FUCHS said 
that he would regard Dr, GURNEY as a security risk. £e 
based this on the fact that GURNEY and his wife had both 
belonged to the Society for Cultural Relations with the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics in Bristol during the 
1930*3. FUCHS himself had attended meetings of this 
organization, and knew that Mrs, GURNEY was particularly 
active in the organization. FUCHS regarded the Society 
for Cultural Relations with the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics as a Communist front organization. 
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that at that time neither RONALD nor NATALIE GURNEY was 
a citizen of the United States and consequently he can offer 
no opinion concerning their loyalty to the United States. 

He emphasized that he noticed nothing to reflect either 
was ever hostile or unfriendly toward the United States. 


Interview with EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS, 
Self-Confessed Soviet Agent, Convicted 
in England during 1950 






During the interview of EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS by Assistant 
Director H. H. CLEGG and Special Agent ROBERT J. LAKPHERE 
at London, England, on May 26, 1950, mentioned supra, FUCHS 
said that his statement that he would regard Dr. GURNEY as 
a security risk may have been somewhat prejudiced because 
GURNEY was turned down for employment at Harwell, England, 
for work on the Atomic Energy Research Plant, there. 

FUCHS believes that the question of loyalty possibly entered 
Into this rejection of Dr. GURNEY but he does not know that 
this Is absolutely a fact. FUCHS said that the question 
of the loyalty of Dr. GURNEY did not trouble him so much as 
the loyalty of Mrs. GURNEY. He explained this by saying 
that he did not know of any espionage activity on her part, 
and did not know if she would actually engage in such 
activity but he believed that other people might get in 
contact with Soviet Espionage through her. FUCHS aLsa V' 
said that Mrs. GURNEY was not sufficiently discreet (Os/) w_

In the letter dated April 2i*, 1950, addressed to the 
Baltimore Office of the FBI, among other things, NATALIE 
GURNEY stated as follows: 

"I realize that my case is only Incidental to the 
major inquiry that you have on hand* If, however, in 
the Interests of Individual justice you could see: 

(1 ) that all the new information is Included in both 
our file s; 

(2) that a new evaluation of my own file is made as 
soon as possible. In conjunction with the new 
information, so that government agencies do not 
continue to receive the type of Information from 
the FBI that leads them to the unjust ajid hamful 
conclusion that I am In any way pro- Communist in ray 


sympathies. 
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EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS, mentioned above, is a solf- confessed 
Russian espionage agent, - 


OWEN LATTIMORE, Director of the Walter Hines Pago School \ 
of International Relations, Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, Maryland, in the early part of 1950# was the 
subject of certain allegations concerning his Involvement 
in espionage and Communist activities. The allegations 
wore given considerable publicity and resulted In the 
personal appearance of LATTIMORE before the Sub-Committee, 
Sonate Committee on Foreign Relations, on April 6 and 19 
and May 3, 1950* 

OWEN LATTIMORE has been named as a Communist by LOUIS F. 
BUDENZ, former Managing Editor of The Dally Worker , an 
East Coast Communist newspaper, who severed hisT affiliation I 
with the Communist Party in 1945* BUDENZ, in Interviews v 
with Special Agents of tho FBI in New York City during 
the course of another Investigation, has advised that he 
f based such characterization of LATTIMORE upon reports 
mentioning tho latter, made between 194° 1944# at 

Political Committee meetings of the Communist Party at 
which high-ranking Party members. Including BUDENZ, were 
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She said that some of tho people who came to her for 
assistance wero sent with letters of introduction from the 
Quaker organization, but that she did not recall any . 
instances where a person had secured such a letter prior 
to leaving Germany# 

She advised that in 1937 , she was interviewed by two repre- 
sentatives . of Scotland Yard who informed hor that a person 
who was attempting to land illegally in England, and was 
a Communist, had a letter of introduction to her among 
his papers# She stated that she had navor learned the 
identity of this individual and did not know except for 
her conversation with the Scotland Yard men, that any 
Communists coming to England had a letter addressed to her* 

Mrs# GURNEY advisod that she was not aware that aay of her 
social acquaintances in Now York City belonged to any 
organizations that were considered pro-Cornraunist and that 
she had never boon invited to attend any meetings of 
organizations which woro pro-Communist, by persons who visitot 
her home. She advised that it was customary for her to hold 
open-house once a woek whilo she resided in New York City, 
but that these gatherings wero composed for tho most port 
of scientists with whom sho and hor husband had become 
acquainted whilo in Now York as a result of hor employment 
by the Southeast Asia Instituto,and during the time that 
hor husband worked for tho Commonwealth Foundation# J 

With reference to information s et out previously in this 
report with respect tp Mrs# GURNEY* s acquaintance with 
EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS, self-confessed Russian espionage 
agent, Mrs# GURNEY advised that FUCHS was a student at 
Bristol University In 1935 and 193& while her husband was 
on the faculty there. She said that FUCHS was on the fringe 
of her social sot and sho recalled several instances when 
he was part of a social group which Included herself and 
Dr# GURNE5T# She was unable to give any specific information 
concerning the number or nature of those gathorings, but 
advised that during the time that she knew FUCHS in Bristol, 
she had never observed any conduct on his part which would 
indicate that he was engaged in espionage or was a Russian 
or Communist sympathizer# 



She stated that FUCHS was a member of tho Society for Cultural 
Relations with' tho Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 

Bristol Branch, but that she did not recall that he had 
any. particular influence in this group above those of other 
members# 
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She stated that she never saw FUCHS after 1 she and Dr, GURNEY 
came to the united States in 1940* until the summer of 
1948* when FUCHS visited Dr, EDWARBftBELLER, a noted Hungarian 
physicist who, she believed, was presently connected with 
the Los Alamos, New Mexico Atomic Energy Project, in 
Chicago, Dr, TELLER resided at 5445 Ellis Avenue at that 
time, and the GURNEYS lived across the street. She stated 
that she could not recall whether TELLER had brought FUCHS 
over to her home or whether he had invited the GURNEYS to 
his house to see FUCHS, She advised that the only conversa- 
tion with FUCHS at the time was to discuss former friends 
in England, She did not know where FUCHS had come from or 
where he was going subsequent to his visit to Chicago, She 
advised that she had never been given any Indication that 
Dr, TELLER was pro-Russian or pro-Communist in his sympathies, 
and had no reason to think that his contact with FUCHS was 
in any way connected with FUCH*s espionage activities, 

Mrs, GURNEY advised that she and Dr, GURNEY had visited 
England in the summer of 1949* and during this visit 
Dr, GURNEY had occasion to go to the Harwell Institute, 

Atomic Energy Research Project in England, She stated 
that at th±3 time, FUCHS was the head of this Institute, 
and anyone visiting it would have had occasion to come 
in contact with him, and that Dr, GURNEY did see FUCHS as 
a result of this visit. 

She advised that Dr, • HERBER3^6KINNER , . who succeeded FUCHS 
a3 Director of the Harwell institute, is also an acquaintance 
of the GURNEYS, and commented that SKINNER was horrified 
at the disclosure of FUCH*s espionage activities, 

Mrs, GURNEY said that a3 a result of her reading accounts 
of the FUCHS case in the newspapers, she had never had any 
indication that any other mutual acquaintances of herself 
and FUCHS were part of FUCHS* espionage activities. 
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Dr. GURNEY advised that his wife, NATALIE GURNEY, was J 

then a member of the Institute of Pacific Relations, but 1 

he was unable to state whether his wife had any asso- I 

elation with OWEN LATTIMORE through this Institute. I 

RONALD GURNEY stated that he had not heard any remarks j 

about OWEN LATTIMORE* s "slanting his lectures at Johns 
Hopkins University in favor of Russia," and advised that 
the only criticism he could recall was that LATTIMORE 
was too frequently absent froA Johns Hopkins University. 
GURNEY stated that he did not know If either his wife 
or OWEN LATTIMORE was a member of the Far Eastern Association, 



Dr. GURNEY advised that he first met EMIL JULIUS KLAUS 
FUCHS when FUCHS was one of four refugee German students 
at the University of Bristol, Bristol, England, in 1935* 
GURNEY has no recollection of FUCHS at that time other than 
in connection with the other refugee German students. 

GURNEY said there wa3 a Professor MOTT in charge of 
Theoretical Physics at Bristol University at that time, 
and believed that FUCHS might have studied under MOTT, 

GURNEY next met FUCHS when FUCHS visited Argonne National 
Laboratory, Chicago, Illinois, in 1948. On this occasion, 
GURNEY said that he met FUCHS only to "say hello" and his 
only recollection of FUCHS at that time was that FUCHS had 
grown somewhat conceited considering his age, and was 
Somewhat impressed that he, FUCHS ? had three secretaries 
working for him. GURNEY wa3 of the opinion that he met 
FUCHS on this occasion through Dr. EDWARD TELLER of the 
Argonne National Laboratory, stating that Dr, TELLER usually 
entertained foreign visitors at Argonne National Laboratory. 
GURNEY advised that he next met FUCHS in September, 1949# 
when GURNEY visited Harwell Institute in England, at the 
request of Sir JOHN C0CKR0FT, Head of Atomic Energy in 
England. GURNEY advised that his visit to Harwell was . 
conducted by Dr, HERBERT SKINNER, who introduced GURNEY 
to FUCHS. RONALD GURNEY does not recall talking with FUCHS 
on this occasion. 


RONALD GURNEY advised that both he and his wife were, members 
of the Society for Cultural Relations with the U.S.S.R., 
Bristol, England Branch. RONALD GURNEY did not reoall 
when he joined the group, but remembered that he 3e f t the 
( organization in about 193o, when he came to America. 

GURNEY did not feel that the organization was political - 
in nature at Bristol, and described It as a "mild" organiza- 
tion, designed to hear both sides of the question regarding 
Russia. GURNEY felt that the purpose of t he organization 
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wa3 to arrange scientific meetings. He said he was 
interested in the organization because he has always 
been Interested in all parts of the world* having 
travelled around the world on two different occasions* 
GURNEY stated that he did not know that FUCHS had been a 
member of the Society for Cultural Relations with the 
U.S.S.R., and expressed the opinion that since FUCHS was 
a "poor refugee student", FUCHS may have been allowed to 
participate in the group without being a member* To the 
best of his knowledge, GURNEY stated, the Bristol Branch 
of the Society for Cultural Relations with the U.S*S*R*. 
had no propaganda motives or objectives. 


GURNEY did not think that the Young Quakers Society was 
active at Bristol, England, but he felt that his wife had 
been a member of this organization In London prior to her 
marriage. GURNEY stated that he did not know If FUCHS 
had been associated with the Young Quakers Society. 
GURNEY described the Young Quakers Society as a part of 
the "Young Friends League", a junior branch of the 
Quaker religious body* 


Dr, GURNEY stated that he had formerly been affiliated with 
the International Student House, which is backed by the 
Student Christian Union. GURNEY described this group as 
similar to the YMCA, although he stated that the Student 
Christian Union placed more emphasis on religion and had 
no political significance. GURNEY did not know if FUCHS 
had ever been a member of the International Student House, 
RONALD GURNEY stated that he was not familiar with the 
German Refugee Hospitality Committee in England and advised 
that he never knew of his wife, NATALIE GURNEY, being 
associated with this organization and further stated that 
he had never known of the British authorities questioning 
his wife regarding this organization.

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given Mrs. GURNEY a ride for the several blocks from 
their residence to the Administration Office on the 
campus. He remarked that at the time their conversation 
was very general and ho can furnish nothing at all 
concerning the GURNEYS. 

Dean GEARY EPPLEY has long been friendly with the Hyatts- 
ville Resident Agents and, as often in the past, he stated 
at this time that he would bo glad to assist in any way 
possible in this natter. 


Information set out above pertaining to the current 
whereabouts andactivities of the GURNEYS has been set 
out in the attached report in appropriate chronological 
sequence. 


As indicated in this report, rather extensive investiga- 
tion has already been conducted regarding RONALD WILFRID 
GURNEY and NATALIE GURNEY, such investigation having been 
concerned primarily with their background, loyalty and 
associations. In an effort to eliminate duplication of 
effort in the current investigation and for the Information 
and guidance of all offices concerned in instant investi- 
gation, there are listed below under appropriate headings 
the names of all Individuals Interviewed and all other 
sources chocked to date during previous investigations 
of the GURNEYS. This list may not be compile to as it was 
compiled only from tho reports and other communications 
available in tho files of the Baltimore Office.

It would appear that allegation number 1 has deteriorated 
into a variably worded piece of gossip or personal opinion which 
is accompanied by no facts or proof and defies even confirmation, — * 
through investigation. 

Allegation #2 (quoted from Bulet dated 1/10/51) tt As 
a further basis for the current espionage investigation, EMIL 
JULUIS KLAUS^PtlCHS, a convicted Soviet Agent, stated to rep- 
resentatlved of trie Bureau that he was acquainted with the 
GURNEYS* FUCHS advised that he did not know of any espionage 
activities on the part of the GURNEYS but he believed that other 
people might get in contact with Soviet Espionage Agents through 
Mrs. GURNEY." 

In view of the fact that this allegation appears to be 
only an opinion or impression of FUCHS without any basis in 
fact, it was suggested to the Bureau in Baltimore letter dated 
6/5/51 t that FUCHS be reinterviewed to ascertain if this 
allegation was merely an opinion or if FUCHS could document his 
statement with some facts or even a logical line of reasoning. 

By letter dated 7/6/51, the Bureau advised that the 
Bureau was of the opinion that no useful purpose could be served 
by reinterviewing FUCHS at this time. It was pointed out that 
FUCHS had furnished all information recalled by him regarding 
subject 1 a activities and that this allegation constituted only 
an opinion of FUCHS* 

It is believed, in view of the results of investigation 
to date, that these two non-specific, unsupported allegations or 
opinions are not sufficient basis for a full-scale espionage In- 
vestigation of NATALIE GURNEY at this time. Accordingly, it Is 
suggested that the Bureau authorize the closing of this case un- 
til such time as developments may warrant reopening the investi- 
gation. 

Also, the Bureau is requested to advise if copies of (1) 
report of/SA GpRDON PLAYMAN dated 5/2/51 at Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
(2)' report of/SA JOSEPH C. WALSH dated 6/15/51 at New York City, (31 
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spionage in 1950, and an 

acquaintance of the GURNEYS, has advised that he 
knows of no espionage activities on the part of 
the GURNEYS, but believes other people might get 
in contact with Soviet espionage agents through 
NATALIE GURNEY. Information alleging possibli 
Communist activity and pro-Russian or Soviet 
sympathy, as well as results of interviews with 
the GURNEYS, also set out. Investigation continuing 
to prove or disprove the above espionage allegations 
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FUCHS stated that he joined the Communist Party in 
Germany while he was attending the University of Kiel# 

He said that while at the University of Kiel, he had • 
been the head of a group of German Communist students, 
and he said that the Nazi students at the University 
of Kiel knew of his Communist work. He stated that 
in March of 1933# with the burning of the Reichstag, 
he realized that it would be necessary for him to stop 
his active Communist Party work, and he therefore went 
underground* He travelled to Berlin, and took up 
studies at the University of Berlin, but a short time 
later the authorities there learned of . his Communist Party 
affiliations, apparently, according to FUCHS, from" the Nazi 
students at Kiel; and he, therefore, was forced to leave 
the University as he was afraid he would be taken into 
custody. He thereafter, in the summer of 1933# went to 
France, and thereafter, in September, 1933# travelled to 
England, FUCHS said that while at the University of Bristol, 
he was active on a committee helping the Spanish Republican ■ 
forces, and FUCHS said that he regarded this activity as 
work in behalf of the Communist Party, FUCHS also said 
that while he was in Bristol, he attended some meetings 
of they 5ociety_F Qn..-Cultur al Re l ations wit h the Union of 
Soviet Soci alist Repu blics, a nd tha t he._regar dedf thi s ’ 
organ! zatfoh_as being' a^C' ommunl , st fron t grou p'. He said 
that he~was not" abtual ly^a”m ember~biL_thi a^societx^Jjut did 
go~ • t onugny ~o f ~ the meetings . FUCHS’ stated that while he 
was “at ~thb~Uhiver s ity of Edinburgh, he organized tho sending 
of propaganda leaflets from Scotland to Germany. He said 
that this was work in behalf of the German Communist Party. 



FUCHS said that he became acquainted with Mr. RONALD GURNEY 
and his wife, NATALIE, In Bristol, England, in about 1933, 
and was closely acquainted with thorn until at least 1937. 

He said that he also mot the GURNEYS ‘in Chicago, Illinois, 
in November of 1947. He said that consideration had been 
given for the employment of Dr. GURNEY at Harwell, England, 
on the Atomic Energy Research Plant there. FUCHS said 
that he would regard Dr. GURNEY as a security riilu So 
based this onthe fact that GURNEY and his wife had both 
belonged to the Society for Cultural Relations with the 


Union of Soviet Socialist Republics in Bristol during the 
f 1930*s. FUCHS himself had attended meetings of this 
organization, and knew that Mrs, GURNEY was particularly 
•active in the organization, FUCHS regarded the Society 
for Cultural Rolations with the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics as a Communist front organization. 
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that at that time neither RONALD nor NATALIE BURNEY waa 
a citizen of the United States and consequently he can offer 
no opinion concerning their loyalty to the United States, . 
He emphasized that he noticed nothing to reflect either, 
waa ever hostile or unfriendly toward the United States, 


Interview with EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS, 
Self-Confessed Soviet Agent, Convicted 
in England during 1950 


During the interview of EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS by Assistant 
Director H. H. CLEGG and Special Agent ROBERT J. LAMFHERE 
at London, England, on May 26, 1950, mentioned supra, FUCHS 
said that his statement that he would regard Dr, GURNET as 
a security risk may have been somewhat prejudiced because 
GURNEY was turned down for employment at Harwell, England, 
for work on the Atomic Energy Research Plant, there, 

FUCHS believes that the question of loyalty possibly entered 
into this rejection of Dr, GURNEY but he does not know that 
this is absolutely a fact, FUCHS said that the question 
of the loyalty of Dr, GURNEY did not trouble him so much as 
the loyalty of Mrs, GURNEY. He explained this by saying 
that he did not know of any espionage activity on her part, 
and did not know if she would actually engage In such 
activity but he believed that other people might get in 
contact with Soviet Espionage through her. FUCHS also 
said that Mrs, GURNEY was not sufficiently discreet.

Excerpt From a Letter Dated April 2i+, 1950, 

Addressed by NATALIE GURNEY to the 
Baltimore Offico of the FBI 

In the letter dated April 21+, 1950, addressed to the 
Baltimore Office of the FBI, among other things, NATALIE 
GURNEY stated as follows: 

"I realize that ray case is only Incidental to the 
major inquiry that you have on hand. If, however, in 
the interests of individual justice you could see: 

(1) that all the new information is included in both 
our file sj 

(2) that a new evaluation of my own file is made as 
soon as possible. In conjunction with the new 
information, so that government agencies do not 
continue to receive the type of information from 
the FBI that loads them to the unjust and harmful 
conclusion that I am in any way pro-Communist in ray 
sympathies. 




SMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS, montioned above, is a self-confessed Ip 
Russian espionage agent, 

/t)WEN LATTIMORE, Director of the Walter Hines Pago School 
f of International Relations, Johns Hopkins University, 

Baltimore, Maryland, in the early part of 1950, was tho 
subject of certain allegations concerning his Involvement 
in espionage and Communist activities. The allegations 
were given considerable publicity and resulted In the 
personal appearance of LATTIMORE before tho Sub-Committee, 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, on April 6 and 19 
and May 3, 1950. 

OWEN LATTIMORE has been named as a Communist by LOUIS F. 

BUDENZ, former Managing Editor of The Dally Worker , an 
East Coa3t Communist newspaper, who severed hi s at f i lia tl on 
with tho Communist Party in 1945* BUDENZ, in interviews 
' with Special Agents of tho FBI In Now York City during 
. tho course of another Investigation, has advised that he 
based such characterization of LATTIMORE upon reports 
mentioning the latter, made between 1940 a-* 1 *! 1944* at 
i Political Committee meetings of the Communist Party at 
l which high-ranking Party members. Including BUDENZ, were ^ 
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She said, that some of the people who came to her for" ^ 
assistance were sent with letters of introduction from the 
Quaker organization* but that she did not recall any 
instances where a person had secured such a letter prior 
to leaving Germany* 

She advised that in 1937* she was interviewed by two repre- 
sentatives of Scotland Yard who informed hor that a person 
who was attempting to land illegally in England* and was 
a Communist* had a letter of introduction to her among 
his papers. She stated that she had nevor learned the 
identity of this individual and did not know except for 
her conversation with the Scotland Yard men* that any 
Communists coming to England had a letter addressed to her* 

Mrs, GURNEY advisod that she was not aware that cny of her 
social acquaintances in Now York City belonged to any 
organizations that wore considered pro-Communist and that 
she had never boon invited to attend any meetings of 
organizations which wore pro-Communist, by persons who visitedl 
her home. She advised that it was customary for her to hold 
opon-house once a week while she resided in New York City* 
but that these gatherings were composed for the most part 
of scientists with whom sho and hor husband had become 
acquainted while in Now York as a result of her employment 
by the Southeast Asia Instituto*and during the time that 
hor husband worked for the Commonwealth Foundation* 


With ref or once to information set out previously in this 
report with respect to Mrs, GURNEY* s acquaintance with 
EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS, self-confossod Russian espionage 
agent, Mrs, GURNEY advisod that FUCHS was a student at 
Bristol University in 1935 and 1936 while her husband was 
on the faculty there. She said that FUCHS was on the fringe 
of her social sot and she recalled several instances when 
he 'was part of a social group which included herself and 
Dr, GURNEY, She was unable to give any specific information 
concerning the number or nature of these gatherings* but 
advised that during the time that she knew FUCHS in Bristol*, 
she had nevor observed, any conduct on his part which would 
indicate that ho was engaged in espionage or was a Russian 
or Communist sympathizer* 

She stated that FUCHS was a member of the Society for Cultural 
Relations withtho Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 

Bristol Branch* but that sho did not recall that ho had 
any particular influence in this group above thoso of other 
members, 
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Shq stated that she never saw FUCHS af^rer she and Dr, GURNEY 
came to the United States in 194°* ,un*ftl the summer of 
1948, when FUCHS visited Dr. EDWARlfficELLSR, a noted Hungarian 
physicist who, she believed, was presently connected with 
the Los Alamos, New Mexico Atomic Energy Project, in 
Chicago, Dr, TELLER resided at 5445j Ellis Avenue at that 
time, and the GURNEY'S lived across the street. She stated 
that she could not recall whether TELLER had brought FUCHS 
over to her home or whether he had invited the GURNEYS to 
his house to see FUCHS. She advised that the only conversa- 
tion with FUCHS at the time was to discuss former friends 
in England, She did not know where FUCHS had come from or 
where he was going subsequent to his' visit to Chicago, She 
advised that she had never been given any indication that 
Dr, TELLER .was pro-Russian or pro-Comrramist in his sympathies, 
and had no reasoYTto think that his contact with FUCHS was 
in any way connected with FUCH*s espionage activities, 

Mrs, GURNEY advised that she and Dr, GURNEY had visited 
England in the summer of 1949* and during this visit 
Dr, GURNEY had occasion to go to the Harwell Institute, 

Atomic Energy Research Project in England. She stated 
that at thi3 time, FUCHS was the head of this Institute, 
and anyone visiting it would have had occasion to come 
in contact with him, and that Dr, GURNEY did see FUCHS as 
a result of this visit. 

She advised that Dr, HERBERT^ KINNER , who succeeded FUCHS 
as Director of the Harwell Institute, is also an acquaintance 
of the GURNEYS, and commented that SKINNER was horrified 
at the disclosure of FUCH*s espionage activities, 

Mrs, GURNEY said that as a result of her reading accounts 
of the FUCHS case in the newspapers, she had never had any 
indication that any other mutual acquaintances of herself 
and FUCHS were part of FUCHS* espionage activities.

Dr. GURNEY advised that his wife* NATALIE GURNEY, was 
then a member of the Institute of Pacific Relations, but 
he was unable to state whether his wife had any asso- 
ciation with OWEN LATTIMORE through this Institute. 

RONALD GURNEY stated that he had not heard any remarks 
about OWEN LATTIMORE » s ’’slanting his leotures at Johns 
Hopkins University in favor of Russia,” and advised that 
the only criticism he could recall was that LATTIMORE 
was too frequently absent from Johns Hopkins University. 

GURNEY stated that he did not know if either his wife 

or OWEN LATTIMORE was a member of the Par Eastern Association. 


Dr. GURNEY advised that he first met EMIL JULIUS KLAUS 
FUCHS when FUCHS was one of four refugee German students 
at the University of Bristol, Bristol, England, in 1935* 
GURNEY has no recollection "of FUCHS at that time other than 
In connection with the other refugee German students. 

GURNEY said there was a Professor MOTT in charge of 
Theoretical Physics at Bristol University at that time, 
and believed that FUCHS might have studied under MOTT. 

GURNEY next met FUCHS when FUCHS visited Argonna National 
Laboratory, Chicago, Illinois, in 1948. On this occasion, 
GURNEY said that he met FUCHS only to ”say hello” and his 
only recollection of FUCHS at that time was that FUCHS had 
grown somewhat conceited considering hi 3 age, and was 
Somewhat impressed that he, FUCHS, had three secretaries 
working for him. GURNEY was of the opinion that he met 
FUCHS on this occasion through Dr, EDWARD TELLER of the 
Argonne National Laboratory, stating that Dr. TELLER usually 
entertained foreign visitors at Argonne National Laboratory. 
GURNEY advised that he next met FUCHS In September, 1949* 
when GURNEY visited Harwell Institute in England, at the 
request of Sir J0 H£Jh 3QCKR0FT, Head of Atomic Energy In 
England. GURNEY advised that his visit to Harwell was 
conducted by Dr. HERBERT SKINNER, who introduced GURNEY 
to FUCHS. RONALD GURNEY does not recall talking with FUCHS 
on this occasion* 


RONALD GURNEY advised that both he and his wife were members 
of the Society for Cultural Relations with the U.S.S.R., * 
Bristol, England Branch. RONALD GURNEY did not reoall 
when he joined the group, but remembered that he left the 
organization in about 1936, when he came to America. 

' GURNEY did not feel that the organization was political 
, in nature at Bristol, and described It as a ”mild” organiza- 
tion, designed to hear both sides of the question regarding 
Russia. GURNEY felt that the purpose of t he organ! zat^jpi^

was to arrange scientific meetings. He said he was 
interested in the organization because he has always 
been interested in all parts of the world, having 
travelled around the world on two different occasions. 
GURNEY stated that he did not know that FUCHS had been a 
member of the Society for Cultural Relations with the 
U.S.S.R., and expressed the opinion that since FUCHS was 
a “poor refugee student*', FUCHS may have been allowed to 
participate in the group without being a member. To the 
best of his knowledge, GURNEY stated, the Bristol Branch 
of the Society for Cultural Relations with the U.S.S.R. 
had no propaganda motives or. objectives. 

GURNEY did not think that the Young Quakers Society was 
active at Bristol, England, but he felt that his wife had 
been a member of this organization in London prior to her 
marriage. GURNEY stated that he did not know if FUCHS 
had been associated with the Young Quakers Society. 

GURNEY described the/Young Quakers Society as a part of 
the;/’ Young Friends League % a junior branch of the 
Qualcer religious body. 

Dr, GURNEY stated that he had formerly been affiliated with 
the International Student House, which is backed by the 
Student Christian Union. GURNEY described this group as 
similar to the YMCA, although he stated that the Student 
Christian Union placed more emphasis on religion and had 
no political significance, GURNEY did not know if FUCHS 
had ever been a member of the International Student House, 
RONALD GURNEY stated that he was not familiar with the 
German Refugee Hospitality Committee in England and advised 
that he never knew of his wife, NATALIE GURNEY, being 
associated with this organization and further stated that 
he had nevor known of the British authorities questioning 
his wife regarding this organization.

This vagary constitutes one of the two allegations which has occasioned 
an espionage investigation of NATALIE GURNEY. From the text, it would appear 
that the above is merely an opinion or impression of FUCHS without any basis 
in fact. If this is true, it would appear that nothing much can be done about 
it, except t hat it would tend to weight or evaluate the allegation in better 
proportion. 

If it is advisable or possible at this time, it is suggested that 
FUCHS be reinterviewed to ascertain if this allegation is purely an opinion 
or if FUCHS can document the above statement tfith some facts or even a logical 
line of reasoning. Further, it is suggested that this reinterview, if possible, 
be conducted by the Bureau’s London, representative rather than British Intelli-

On February It, 1950, HARRIS LOUIS MAYER wfi 9 interviewed at Los 
Alamos by SA J. JEROME MAXWELL relative to KIAU^FUCHS. MAYER stated at that 
time that he had not been employed at Los Alamos at the same time as FUCHS, 
but that he had known FUCHS In New York City during the early part of 194k. 

MAYER stated that at the time he was employed at the Columbia University 
Division oe War Research, and that members of the British Mission, Including 
FUCHS, occasionally came to such offices for conferences. He stated that his 
only contact with FUCHS was at these conferences. He added that several other 
scientists or employees attended these meetings and had similar contacts with 
FUCHS. He said he did not have any other contact with KLAUS FUCHS and was un- 
able to furnish any other Information concerning him.

Nunn May, the first atonjlc scientist to be arrested

Gouzenko, Who was only a young code clerk at the 
time, remembers Kudryavtsev on duty as “first secretary”

Hr, Collier stated that he was assigned to preparing the sec- 
tion of the brief on Jurisdiction and Clearance for Atomic Energy Em- 
ployment in the united Ltates, He stated that i'r , Vidor Keay collcborciec 
with him in preparing the section on Jurisdiction. Collier stated he 
\did not know of the four references in the Bureau's files concerning the 
1 arrival and the movements of tucks on the FED Project, He said he had 
j never seen them in the file and had no knowledge concerning them. He 
(stated in the preparation of his material he was concerned with two 
questions j namely t whether the 1 51 had been asked for a clearance by 
LSI or the Atomic energy Commission and the Bureau's jurisdiction with 
respect to the invesiiyati on of such matters. He said in the preparation 
of his material he relied on the summary of available/ information in the 
case file as well as material received from the Atomic Energy Commission, 



Hr, Gregg prepared the following portions of the section of 
the brief Known Activities of Bucks: Association with Israel Halperin t 

Z'endell Hinkle Furry and Kristel Bucks Heineman. Gregg stated he had 
never seen the four r eferences in the file or ever been told of their 
existence concerning Fuchs ' arrival and movements on the MED Project • 

He stated in the preparation of his material he did not work with the 
Fuchs' file but that his information came from his supervision of the 
Corby case. He stated the material he prepared was not concerned with 
the arrival and movements of Fuchs but rather his associates ,

1'r. Ke ay stated that his only work on the brief was collabora- 
tion in writing the section on Jurisdiction and that he had no knowledge 
of the four references concerning the arrival and movements of Fuchs. 

From the foregoing it is clear that Supervisors Keay t Gregg 
and Collier had no knowledge of the information concerning the arrival 
and movements of Buchs and in no way can be held responsible for the 
failure to include this information in the brief, Supervisor Lm.phere 
had seen the references in the Bureau's files previously but at the 
ti;ue he prepared the brief he had forgotten them and the r :at:rial he 
was charged with preparing did not refer to the arrival and movements 
of suchs, I do not think that Special Agent Lamphere can be held re- 
sponsible for the failure to include this material or refer to it in 
the brief . 


Supervisor I'an Loon did have the case assigned to him,"he 
had knowledge of at least three of the references to the arrival and 
movements of Fuchs but did not call them to the attention of .'Jr, Fletcher 
or anyone else, Ur, ♦'an Leon states in connection with inquiries as to 
whether there were other references in the Bureau's files concerning 
Fuchs f he undoubtedly misled the other Supervisors by advising then that 
there were only two references , namely the item of Fuchs' name appearing 
in the Ualperir. diary and his name appearing in the captured German 
document , Van Loon very frankly advises tfat he did not realise the 
import of the information about *uchs' arrival and movements in con- 
nection with the Director 's testimony and he Just did not realise the 
Director would be asked did the FBI know about Bucks being in the country 
and what action did the FBI take, ^e states that he had never had any 
previous experience in the preonrat-Lnn c* a brief and as' will be seen 
he is a relatively new Supervisor at the Beat of Government t having 
arrived July ~7 t TsT^T. I feei i Therefore t that the responsi bi lity for 
the failure to include the material in the brief is chargeable to .Special 
Agent Supervisor Van Loon and to Ur. r letch er who gave the instructions 
and coordinated the work of the five Supervisors in preparing the brief • 
Ur. Van Loon was aware of the information but failed to properly evaluate 
it. Ur. *letcker failed to ask himself the question would the Director 
be asked in his testimony did the FBI know of Fuchs' arrival in the 
United States and what action did the FBI take.

D R. KLAUaFUCHS, 36-year- 
old atom Scientist who was 
gaoled for 14 years for giv- 
ing atom secrets lb Russia, was 
told yesterday that the Govern- 
ment had agreed to allow Ameri- 
can G-men to interrogate him. 

He was taken from nis task of 
Rewing mailbags in Wormwood 
Scrubs and was informed of the 
decision by Mr. William J- Scardon, 
Of M.1.5. 

Mr. Scardon will accompany 
the Q-men during theft Interro- 
gation, to which conditions have 
been attached. They are expected 
to fly to Britain from Washing- 
ton during the next 41 hours. 

The men selected are senior 
officers of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation who have been 
specially assigned to anti-espion- 
age duties. 

Since he has been in prison 
' Fuchs has been interviewed several 
times by Mr. Scardon. who i- 
. making a nation-wide investigation 
; into Communist activities in 

' Britain. 

The Americans have already 
compiled a dossier of the activities
